Sergeant S.A.J.Creekmore is wrote on top of his diary. About one or two in.below his name is C.C.Ballard 
Kemper co MS,Charles C.Ballard was a member of The Jeff Davis Legion Co C Enlisted 4/24/63 Scooba MS 
surrendered 5/65..The diary is about 3 or 4 in wide ,6 in long and when new 1 in thick.S.A.J.Creekmore 
writting is very small and neat. 

He was on a horse leave when the diary starts. When he enlisted he furnished his horse and equipment.The 
Confederate Army paid him for his horse and equipment.when thier horse was lost in actual combat 
service they were paid for a new horse and went south where their were still horses.Somewhere he paid $ 
600.00 for a horse.On 7/3/1863 his horse was shot in two places in the neck. 

In his diary he list single ladies,one from Washington ,Married(Mrs) Ladies and men. Any time he list 
a man or woman,he put Mr or Mrs before thier name, You can tell he was raised proper. His diary on the 
miltary was kept in miltary order 

Robert Creekmore death was between 1850 and 1870,the Creekmores of Kemper co MS was missed in 
the 1860 census. Vera Mae Creekmore Bledsoe Dearman granddaughter of James Monroe Creekmore,had a 
stroke and could not write,had her daughter Daphne Foster to write me a letter.In her letter dated 8/8/1987 
"stated Robert Creekmore furnished four boys uniforms, guns,horses,everything for calvary for civil war"This 
shows he was alive in 1861 and 5/22/1863 Sergt.S.A.J.Creekmore started in his diary and gave $50.00 to 
Sergt.Spencer(VJeff Davis Legion Co C) to send to S.M.Germany,his grandfather. This shows Robert 
Creekmore had died by 1863.So he must have died between 1862 and 1863. S.A.J.Creekmore enlisted 
4/25/1861 Co C southern Gaurds Scooba Kemper co Ms 8/17/1861 the unit was changed to the Jeff Davis 
Legion,captured 5/7/1864, oath 5/11/1865 
5/16/1862 President Jefferson Davis gave his approval to a military draft in the Confederate States,between 
the age of 18 and 35 years Thomas Jasper enlisted 5/3/1862 in 43 Co K MS Inf discharge disability 
9/19/1862.Enlisted Jeff Davis Legion 9/27/63 Scooba MS as a replacement, surrendered Grensboro,NC,5/65. 
Robert McCleveland Creekmore enlisted in Jeff Davis Legion Co C 3/15/1862 captured 6/4/1864 
, Totopotomoy, VA pow Elmira,NY,released 6/11/1865. : 
bare David Creekmore enlisted Jeff Davis Legion Co C 5/15/1862,surrendered 
5/1865. 
James Momroe Creekmore for some reason did not enter the military at first.He was 18 when the draft 
started. Did he stay home to take care of mother?They had no slaves or money to buy his way out,but on 
9/2/1864 he enlisted in 2 State Troops MS Inf (30 days)then he was in 3 MS Cav Reserves Co F,paroled at 
Columbus MS 5/16/1865. 

The Jeff Davis Legion and other military units under the command of Gen J.E.B.Stuart engaged Gen. 
Custer 4 or 5 times,7/3/1864 the Confederates captures during the recent campaign,"14 guns, 1,800 
prisoners,400 buggies and wagons belonging to citizents,35 ambulances,40 wagons,an $2,500.00 worth of 
silver,a number of pieces of silver plate,found in Custer's Headquarters wagon,,stolen from the citizens."

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Preface 


Samuel Andrew Jackson Creekmore, age 26, of 
De Kalb, Kemper County, Mississippi, enlisted for Confederate 
service on March 25, 1861 at Scooba in Company C, Southern 
Guards, in Captain R. 0. Perrin's company of Mississippi 
Mounted Volunteers. His initial enlistment was for a period 
of 12 months, though he served until captured in 1864. 


On August 17, 1861, orders were received for the 
company to proceed to Virginia and join Lee's Army. The 
National Archives record the muster-in of the company at 
Iuka on August 17. This record shows Private Creekmore 
to be 21 instead of 26 years old. It also shows a valuation 
of $200 for his horse and $25 for horse equipment. 


‘In October, a special order designated Company C, 
Company A of Nachez and Company B of Chickasaw County, and one 
Company of Alabama Cavalry, as the Second Battalion of 
Mississippi Cavalry. 


Later, the battalion was merged with three companies 
of Alabama cavalry and a Georgia Company to form the Jeff. 
Davis Legion under the command of Major Will T. Martin, 
formerly Captain of A Company. ("Military History of 
Mississippi" - Rowland) 


Records from the National Archives show Private 
‘Creekmore was appointed Fourth Sergeant of Company C on 
May 20, 1862 "upon reorganization of company." Archive 
records also are consistent after the August 17th order 
detailing the company to Virginia as showing his enlistment 
date as August 17, instead of the actual date of March 25, 


1861. 


In 1863, at the end of February, Sergeant Creekmore 
was given a furlough and apparently returned to his home in 
Mississippi. His diary begins with the statement: 


"I, S. A. J. Creekmore, left home the 22nd of April, 
1863." It notes also that he arrived in camp below Stevensburg, 
Virginia, June 15, 1863. 


The diary, then, unfortunately does not cover the 
actions of 1861 and 1862 in which Sergeant Creekmore and the 
Jeff Davis Legion took part. Rowland's "Military History of 
Mississippi" lists a number of the major campaigns and 
skirmishes in which the Jeff Davis Legion distinguished 
itself for bravery and skillful tactics. 
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, These included the battle of Williamsburg, May 5, 
1862. In June, 1862, 250 picked men of the Legion rode with 
General J. E. B. Stuart in the famous raid around McClellan's 
Army.’ In July, the Legion acquitted itself gallantly in the 
Seven Days’ Battle around the Chickahominy- 


The Jeff Davis Legion was assigned to General 
Wade Hampton's Brigade when the Cavalry Division commanded 
by General Stuart was organized. (Rowland's "Military 
History of Mississippi") . Hampton's Brigade was active in 
the Maryland campaign in 1862, and in many other sharp 
battles during the rest of 1862 in northern Virginia, including 
Harpers' Ferry, Poolesville, Fairfax Station and Dumfries. 


Sergeant Creekmore's diary details the route he 
took back to the Legion from his furlough home. He lists 
places and people he stayed with on a circuitous route 
through Alabama, Georgia, both Carolinas and to camp below 
Stevensburg, Virginia. The trip required from April 22nd, 
1863 until June 15, or roughly seven weeks. 


His diary then follows the Legion through its 
various skirmishes and battles, including Gettysburg, the 
Rappahanock campaign, and the Wilderness Battle until his 
capture on May 8, 1864 in advance skirmishing near Shady 
Grove on the first day of the ugly battle at Spotsylvania 
Courthouse. 


Sergeant Creekmore spent the rest of the war as 
a prisoner in Fort Delaware and was released June 11, 1865 
after taking the oath of allegiance to the United States. 
He arrived home in Mississippi on June 25, 1865. 


Sometime later in the century (exact date not yet 
researched) S. A. J. Creekmore moved from Mississippi to 
Western Arkansas where he was a prominent early settler in 
Logan County, landowner and cotton gin operator in the 
Dublin community. He died May 20, 1905 and is buried in 
Dublin. He was survived by his wife, the former Jane 
Priscilla Davis, a son, Montrose, and two daughters, Mantie 
and Nannie Roberta, who had married Denny Petty September 
30, 1903, two years before her father's death. 


“The Pettys also were from Mississippi, (Philadelphia, 
Neshoba County) and Denny Petty's father, James Thomas, had 
served in the Neshoba Rifles or Company D of the 11th 
Mississippi Infantry until he was captured in Pickett's Charge 


at Gettysburg.

Sergeant Creekmore used his little black diary 


book for various purposes during and after the war. He 
kept certain accounts in it, listed money due him from 
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fellow soldiers and also money sent home to the account of 
one S. M. Germany (Relationship not yet researched). One 
notation, for example: "Fredericksburg, S. A. J. Creekmore 
sent to S. M. Germany $50.00 by Sergt. Spencer." There are 
several such notations. 


The book also was used to list names and addresses 
of people he met during the war and in his travels through 
. the various Southern states. It also lists two or three 
Federal soldiers, apparently his guards at Fort Delaware. 


It lists a number of gifts of money and the donors 
($1 to $10) sent to him while a prisoner of war. On May 15th, 
1865, the diary notes: "Received of Mr. Williams a suit of 
clothing, second hand, one hat, one pair pants, one pair 
drawers, two shirts, one pair shoes, one pair suspenders, 
one handkerchief." This was shortly before he took the oath 
of allegiance to the United States and was released from 
Fort Delaware. The diary ends with the date - June 25 - of 
his arrival home. 


However, scattered through. the remaining pages of 
the book (the title of the book Sergeant Creekmore used as 
his diary is given as "The Physician's Visiting List, Diary, 
and Book of Engagements for 1858" published by Lindsey & 
Blakiston, 25 South Sixth Street, Philadelphia) are poems, 
recipes, and lists several pages of men in his company or 
men whom he knew in Fort Delaware or other units of the 
Confederate forces. As a sergeant, he used pages to tally 
"Officers/Enlisted men - Usable Horses/ Enlisted men with 
Unusable Horses/ Enlisted men Without Horses," as present 
for duty. One such tally, undated is as follows:

(Most of the above horses are 
unserviceable from having sore

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The diary notes: "E. Mount, Company A, 21st 
Mississippi was drowned on the 2nd of August, 1864, trying 
to make his escape from Fort Delaware." "J. A. Simmons, 
Company A, 19 Mississippi, Regt. died the 7th of ApEL Ly 
1865, at Fort Delaware, Delaware." 


Furkher: "This day, twelve months ago I was 
captured. May the 8th, 1865." 


Poems copied from the diary follow (no attempt 
made to learn authorship): 


"My own, my bright, my beautiful 
My hope, my joy, my pride 

Thy gentle word has ever served 
To drive back passion's tide. 


And though I loved thee in thy youth 
With sunshine on thy brow 
Yet must I speak the words of truth 
I love thee stronger now." 


“Oh joyous was that happy hour

The happy past to me. 


But sweeter things than the past 

To faithful hearts can prove; 

It tells them that there is on earth 
Undying ardent. love." 


"I have changed since last I gazed

' "I left home the 22nd of April, came on to 
Fulton and stayed all night. Came on to 
Scooba the next day and stayed all night 
there.

Next 
day I went to church at Clinton and 
stayed at Meany's and then from there to 
Eutaw for dinner next day.

on the 15 of June 1863. 
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I got to ean on the 15 of June. 

The next morning at 4 O'clock reveille was 
sounded, at past 4 boots and saddles, 
and 5, to horses aes sounded when 

we mounted and took up the March 

for Maryland, but did not cross 

tthe Potomac River until the 

27 of June. You will learn from this 
that we were ten days making 

our way from Brandy Station 

in Culpeper Co., Va. to the Potomac 
River near Dranesville, Va. During 
which time we were skirmishing 

with the enemy or pursuing 

them or being pursued by 

them every day. On the 21 of June We, 
the cavalry, had a severe fight 

at Upperville, Va. We had 
established a picket line five or 
six miles east of Upperville 

to Laurel, a gap in the Blue 

Ridge and the yankee Gen. 

Pleasanton with heavy 

forces of cavalry tried to drive 


us back. We fell back slowly 


fighting them all the 
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way with Sharp Shooters, to 
Upperville. By that time 

they had dexiaad that we had 
no Infantry near to support 


us and we were inferior in 


number to their cavalry, 
besides a heavy line of 
Infantry in the rear of their 
Cavalry which gave them 
decidedly the advantage of 

us near Upperville. There is 
some beautiful plains 

on each side of this 

Turnpike and as we were 
crossing this plain, they 
charged us. Gen. Hampton's 
command occupied the left 

of the road and the Jeff 

Davis Legion in the rear. 

When he saw them charging 

us he ordered us to right about 
wheel and meet them, 

but we had not time to execute 
the wheel till the enemy 

was upon us. We did not wait 


to form but dashed at them and 
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‘drove them back and was beginning 
to rally again when there was 
a fresh regiment charged us on 
the opposite side of the road. 
We charged and met them, there being 
a stone fence between us 
which prevented us from 
using our Sabres on them. 
We had to use our repeaters, which 
we did effectively. They soon 
gave way when we tried to 
rally again but seeing us 
leave the fence they dashed 
up again. We met them and 
repulsed them as before. By 
this time our Ranks were 
so confused that it was al- 
most impossible to rally 
them correctly but they all 
seemed to fight as well out of 
ranks as any way. 
Lucky for us they did, 
for the enemy was all ready 
charging us again from 
our own side of the road, 


which gave us a chance 
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to use our Sabres again. 

‘We dashed at them again with 

a yell nade drowned 

the sound of their cannon, 

which was firing at us the 

whole time. We cut through their lines 
where ever we came to them, 

routed them completely and drove 
them back, but they had a 

new line ready which lost no 

time when they saw us scatter 

all over the field. They come 

at us and would have forced 

us back but in the meantime 

Gen. Hampton had got two 

other Regiments back to our assistance 
which enabled us to drive them back 
to their Infantry and Artillery 

but we could not tarry there. 

When the cavalry gave way 

it only gave their Artillery a 
better chance at us and (we) hurried 
from the field, leaving it 

spotted with their killed and 
wounded. We lost three of our 


Company, Hunterville Taylor, 
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Henry Land, Joseph Aust. 


The northern paper states 

that Taylor was slightly wounded 
and taken prisoner. The 

others have not been heard 

of yet. The enemy held the 
field until the next morning 
and buried our dead. We 

found the grave of three 

‘others from other companies 

of the Legion that we 

knew were killed. Consequently, 
we don't think 

Land and Aust were killed 

or we could have found their 
graves. We took the field 

the next morning without 
Meeting any resistance. The 
next day (the 23) we marched to 
Salem, camped there that night 
until midnight when we 

mounted our horses and took 

up the march for the 
Thoroughfaire Gap in the 
Bullrun mountains, where we 


encountered the enemy again 
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We went within five miles of that place. 
‘cut off a train of wagons, 

one hundned eighty in 

number, loaded some with 

grain and some with_ 

bread and meat and other 

kinds of provisions for 

the Yankee Army. We took 

the drivers prteensne and 

put our Boys to driving and 
changed their direction 

towards Baltimore. Suffice it 
to say that we traveled day 

and night till we met 

Gen. Lee's Army at Gettysburg 
on the Ist of July, stopping occasionally 
long enough to feed our horses 
or whip the Yankee Cavalry out 
of our way. We captured about 
three or four hundred prisoners 
from the time we crossed the 
Potomac until we met 

Gen. Lee's Army at Gettysburg, 
besides one hundred negros. 

We had two severe engagements 
with the enemy Cavalry during 


the fight at Gettysburg. y 
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but soon on the March to- 

‘wards Maryland and left the 

way open for us. We then took a 
circuitous route around Manassas 
to Faisfax C.H., leaving Manassas 
and Centreville to our left. We killed 
and captured twenty-four of their 
enemy cavalry at Fairfax 

Station who charged our 

advance guard. They killed 

Maj. Whittaker of the lst G.Cc. 
Regiment and of our Brigade. 

From Fairfax we made our way 

to the Potomac River and crossed 
it on the night of the 27th, being 
four days from the time 

we left Upperville. We met 


no resistance in crossing 


the River. We captured some two or three 


boats and 
distroyed them. Lay there 
till day. The 28th, mounted 
our horses and marched down 


the River towards Washington City. 
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Our Brigade suffered heavily 

in both. In the latter we were 
driven from the field with a 
lamentable loss. Maj. 

Connor of our Legion was 
missing when we came out. 

Gen. Hampton was........ 

Our beloved and Gallant Friend, 
John Bentley was missing 

and is still. And also Perdan 
Moore as brave a soldier never 
lived. He was only wounded 
but I fear mortally. He was 
shot in the Breast. We got him 
off the field but I can't tell 
what became of him. Some 

say he was put in an 

ambulance and sent over the 
River, I don't know. Gen. 
Hampton was wounded 

by two cuts with Sabres on 

the head and a pistol shot in 
the leg. He said that he 

did not think wounds were 
dangerous but that it would 


be some time before he 
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would be in the field again. 
My horse was shot 

through the neck in two 
places in the Charge. We left 
Gettysburg on the 4th but was 
skirmishing with the 

Yankee every day until 

we recrossed the River into 
Va., which we done on the 14th (July). 
Tames Perrin was killed 

about the 10th of this month. 
He lived about twelve 

hours after he was shot. 
Martin Hardin was wounded 

in the left side. I have not 
heard from him since he 

left. I don't think that

Our Army is again on 
the south side of the 
Potomac, on the banks of 

it. The enemy is on the 
opposite side in plain 

view. I don't know 

what Gen. Lee is doing 


now but I expect that 
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‘he and Gen. Meade, who is in 

command of the Yankee 

Army, now are in a race 

to Richmond, though I hear 

there's fighting below us now 

on the River. This, the 16th, this night 
we was ordered to move our Picket line 
which we done in the morning of the 17th. 
We was relieved and sent back to camp 

and had not been there one hour 

when a courier came in and said the Yankees 
was coming. We mounted our horses and loped 
them about six miles to meet them 

but when we got there the most of 

them had gone back and we did not have 
much to do. We came back to camp and stayed all night. 
Next morning we were ordered to saddle 

up and mount at daybreak. 

We went out and had a small skirmish, 

this day the 18th. Next morning 

we was ordered to mount and 

went out to graze our horses. 

When their pickets was gone 

in we went and drove 

them back and put our pickets 


out again and came back to 
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got still, here came 

their pickets again. We went 
out and had a right smart 
fight but drove them 

-back and came back to camp. 
The 19-today we have nothing 
to do, every thing has been quiet 
except a citizen shot one of 
the pickets from the Phillip 
Legion. The 20th-this morning 
went out on Picket, nothing 
has occurred today. The 2lst- 
next day every thing was quiet 
until late in the evening 

when a lady brought in the 
news that the Yankees 

was building a bridge 

across the River. 

Me and B. Fulton went 


out one way to see and 
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J. B. Sparkmann and J. Lisacost 
went another way. 

white we were gone two 

orders came for the pickets 

to fall back, that the Yankees 
was crossing at Hiecicese 

and they went off and left Mc 
Creekmore to tell us to go 
-round to the left of 

Martin's Brigade. We then 

Made our way down to 

Culpeper without any 

trouble with them. To doing 
picket duty and on the lst of August 
we-had the hardest fight 

that the Cavalry has ever 

had. We lost one of our Co. 
the Gallant and Brave Soldier 
John Fulton. Our Brigade 
fought five Yankee Brigades. 
Col. Baker, who was in command 
was wounded so the command 

was turned over to Col. Black, 
who was wounded and then command 
was turned over to Col. 


Yarings, who was- 
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Wounded and then the command was 


turned over to Lt. Col. Lipscomb, 
who was wounded when the command was 


turned over to Lt. Col. Twigs who 


commanded the rest of the day. 
Since that time we have been 
quiet up to this time, this 

the 9. The 19th we was attacked 
and we fought all the way 

back to Raccoon Ford 

and stayed here two or three 
days fighting across the 

River all that time, 

when we was taken 

away from here and 

sent upon the left to 

Locus Dail (Locust Dale) 

where we had two little fights. 
When we left here and 

started after old 

Meade, following 

him to Bull Run, 

fighting all the way 


there and back to Warrenton, 
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‘whipping Killpatrick 

at iitvis Baleinore badly. 

Came back to Culpeper Giese Va.e 

camp near Stevensburg and 

picketed upon the Rappahannock 

until about the first of 

November when the Yankees 

attacked us. We fell back 

across the Rapidan River 

and established our picket lines 

on the River and every thing was 
quiet till the 20th when Meade 
crossed over and advanced up near our 
breast works, stayed two days 

and fell back across the River. 

Then we moved down to Fredericksburg 
where we stayed till Grant 

crossed over on the fourth of May (1864) 
and the fifth the Battle 


commenced. (Battle of the Wilderness) 
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Captured on the 8th of May 
1864 on the skirmish line, 
these lines falling back 
without my knowledge, 
Being about ten paces in 
advance of the line and not 
hearing the order to fall 
back I held my position 
too long. When I got up 
to start back I found the 
Yankees all around me 

on the right so I could 


do nothing but surrender."

From his daughter: 


My father Mont Creekmore was Constable 
for Paris and also Deputy Sheriff at the 
same time. He was Street Commissioner 
before that: he would assign men to work 
on the streets. The city didnt really 
have a crew. This was "work instead of 
taxes."' He also helped build the steets 
in the Oakwood Cemetery. . He was a cattle 
buyer before that. 


He worked in the cotton gin™ at Prairie 
View. He either worked for his father, 
S. A. J. Creekmore, or continued the busi- 
ness after his father died. He and his 
mother moved from Dublin to Paris sometime 
after his father died in 1905. They had 
lived in Paris for some time before his 
mother died in 1926. He owned two houses, 
one at the SW corner of 10th and Short 
Mountain streets, later known as the 
"Brown House". The other was the NE cor- 
ner of 10th and Chism Streets.

Robert Montrose Creekmore, known as "Mont" was born 17 September 1880 
in Dublin. His parents were Samuel Andrew Jackson Creekmore and Jane 
Priscilla Davis. They came to Logan County from Kemper County, Miss., 
in 1824 and settled one mile south of present day Dublin. 


Mont grew up on the family farms. His father owned and operated a 
grist mill located near the present Dublin Community Center and a gener- 
al mercantile store. But it was his father's work as Justice of Peace 
that prepared his son Mont for a career as lawman.

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THE MURDER OF ROBERT MONTROSE CREEKMORE 
submitted by

My great-uncle, Robert Montrose "Mont" Creekmore 
was born in Logan County, Arkansas on September 17, 
1880, the son of Samuel Andrew Jackson and Jane 


Prisscilla (Davis) Creekmore. He married Thelma Wright 
of the present day Midway community and served Logan 
County as a deputy sheriff. On December 15, 1931, he 


was shot down while on duty as constable at Paris. 

A stranger came to Paris early on Tuesday morning, 
December 15, 1931, and ate breakfast at a local cafe. 
Supposedly, the stranger, who said his name was Wilson, 
had two guns with him and tried to arrange for the 
Purchase of some whiskey at the restaurant. 

This was reported to Constable "Mont" Creekmore by 
Walter and "Banty" Collier and Roy Montgomery. Creekmore 
sought the aid of Chief Deputy "Mont" Perrymore, and 
they drove west on Highway 22 accompanied by the 
Colliers and Montgomery, MJlooking for "Wilson." They 
located him and his car at a filling station and drove 
up beside the car. Creekmore ordered the man out of the 
car, saying that he wanted to "look him over." As 
Creekmore got out of the car and walked around the back 
of it, the stranger opened fire, hitting Creekmore twice 
in the chest. Creekmore returned the fire, shooting 
five times and wounding Wilson in the right hand. When 
Wilson fired a third time, the shot went about four feet 
over Creekmore’s head. Perrymore tried to shoot, but 
the excited young men in the car knocked his gun aside 
as they ducked for cover. The stranger started to run 
and a man working in that direction yelled for Perrymore 
not to shoot. Wilson then ran in the direction of some 
children, and Perrymore was again prevented from 
shooting. 

Perrymore gave chase, but soon lost sight of the 
man as he ran across a field towards Short Mountain. He 
returned to town to send Creekmore’s body to the 
hospital and to organize a posse. By the time he 
returned to the center of the business district, about 
one hundred men with guns had all ready gathered there. 
The posse was immediately formed and gave chase. All 
that afternoon the group searched Short Mountain. When 
they were unsuccessful in finding the murderer, a net 
was set up around the mountain for the night and part of 
Wednesday, December 16. Logan County Sheriff Carolyn 
notified Sheriff John B. Williams of Fort Smith of 
Creekmore’s murder, and Williams and several deputies 
came to help in the search. Sheriff Buford Compton from 
yell County also came Tuesday night and reported that a 
man answering the description of Wilson had robbed a 
store at Waveland on Monday, December 14. 

By Thursday morning, a report of the suspect’s 
movements on Wednesday, December 16, was compiled. 


22 
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Apparently, he had eaten breakfast on Wednesday morning 
near Caulksville and then appeared at the home of Will 
Ward, three miles west of Driggs, where he was given 
dinner. About five o’clock he was reported to have 
passed through Reveille Valley near Magazine on foot. 
He supposedly asked Reveille Valley resident "Red" 
Johnson to roll him a cigarette, which he could not do 


for himself due to an injuried hand. The suspect, who 
wore a glove on his right hand, told Mr. Johnson that 
he had torn his hand on some barbed wire. About six 


o°clock, Mr. Herman, a farmer who lived near Horseshoe 
Mountain, noticed a man who wore overalls and a jumper. 
with a small bloodstain over his eye walking past his 
home. 

The search continued for several days, and reports 
came in from all over the state and, in fact, from all 
over the United States. Finally, special deputies Bob 
Daugherty and George Taylor heard that a man fitting the 
description of the suspect was in Booneville. They 
began a patrol search of Booneville and stopped by the 
small Rock Island Cafe, where, much to their surprise, 
they saw a man fitting the suspect’s description. They 
each had a glass of water and left the cafe to discuss 
their plan of action. Daugherty and Taylor returned to 
the cafe, where Daugherty walked up behind the man and 
Taylor walked to his side and pressed his pistol against 
the suspect, ordering him to put up his hands. The 
suspect knocked Taylor’s pistol aside and reached for 
the automatic pistol at his side. Daugherty began 
firing, and Taylor, who quickly retrieved his gun, 
joined him, while the man stood swaying with the .45 
Army automatic in his hand. Finally, the suspect fell 
with two bullet wounds. 

The posses were called in, and Sheriff WwW. W. 


Carolyn, Chief Deputy Sheriff Mont Perrymore, and 
Sheriff Albert Maxey of Crawford County took the 
suspect’s body to Paris. Both Mont Perrymore and the 


operator of the filling station, Jack White, identified 
the body as being that of the murderer of Mont 
Creekmore, and it was taken to the Meredith and Nicholas 
Mortuary in Paris. 

The body stayed at the motuary for months, open for 
viewing and identification. Three people said that the 
body was that of Ira Oglesby, but Oglesby’s brothers 
Arthur and Will said it was not their brother. Oglesby, 
who had formerly lived at Waveland, had served prison 
terms in the Arkansas Boys’ Industrial Prison and in 
Oklahoma and Texas. In an effort to clear up the 
mystery, fingerprints from the body were sent to these 
prisons, but they did not match those of Oglesby. A. H. 
Scott of Waveland identified the body as being that of 
the man who had robbed and beat him at his store on the 
the night of Monday, December 14, and said that the man 
was wearing a shirt stolen from his’ store. Finally, 
after hundreds of people had viewed the body, someone

ADVENTURES IN EAST TENNESSEE. ---A rifleman belonging to the Southern army gives the following 
account of his experiences in the service:-- 


In the beginning of the American war I belonged to a regiment of mounted riflemen, and we were sent into 
Eastern Tennessee, where there was a good deal of bushwhacking about that time. We were picketed one day 
in a line about two miles long across country, and I was on the extreme left. I took my saddle off, holsters and 
all, and hung it on a branch of a peach tree, and my carbine on another. We knew there were no Yankees 
near, and so I was kind of off guard, eating peaches. By and by I saw a young woman coming down to where 
I was, on horseback. She wanted to know if there were many of the boys near, and if they would buy some 
milk of her if she took it down to them. I said I thought they would, and took about a quart myself; and as she 
hadn't much more, I emptied the water out of my canteen and took the rest. Says she, "If you'll come up to 
the house yonder, I've got something better than that; you may have some good peach brandy--some of your 
fellows might like a little." I said I'd go and she says "You needn't take your saddle or carbine, it's just a 
step, and they are safe enough here--there's nobody about." So I mounted bareback, and she led the way. 
When we passed the bars where she came in, she says, "you ride on a step, and I'll get down and put up the 
bars." I went on, and as she came up behind, she says pretty sharp, "Ride a little faster, if you please." I 
looked round and she had a revolver pointed straight at my head, and I saw that she knew how to use it. I had 
left everything behind me like a fool, and had to give in and obey orders. "That's the house if you please,” 
she says, and showed me a house in the edge of the woods a quarter of a mile away. We got there, and she 
told me to get down and eat something, for she was going to give me a long ride-- into the Yankee lines, 
about twenty miles away. Her father came out and abused me like a thief, and told me that he was going to 
have me sent into the Federal lines to be hung. It seems he had a son hung the week before by some of the 
Confederates, and was going to have his revenge out of me. I ate pretty well, for I thought I might need it 
before I got any more, and then the old fellow began to curse me and abuse me like anything. He said he 
would shoot me on the spot if it wasn't that he'd rather have me hung; and instead of giving me my own 
horse, he took the worst one he had in his stables, and they put me on that with my feet tied together under his 
belly. Luckily they didn't tie my hands, for they thought I had no arms, and couldn't help myself; but I 
always carried a small revolver in my shirt-bosom. The girl kept too sharp watch on me for me to use it. She 
never turned her revolver from me, and I knew that the first suspicious move I made I was a dead man. We 
went about ten miles in this way, when my old crow-bait gave out and wouldn't go any further. She wouldn't 
trust me afoot, and so had to give up her own horse; but she kept the bridle in her own hand, and walked 
ahead with one eye turned back on me, and the revolver cocked, with her finger on the trigger, so that I never 
had a chance to put my hand in my bosom. We finally came to a spring, and she asked me if I wanted to 
drink. I didn't feel much like drinking, but I said yes, and so she let me down. I put my head down to the 
water, and at the same time put my hand down to where the revolver was, and pulled it forward where I could 
put my hand on it easily; but she was on the watch, and I couldn't pull it out. I mounted again, and the first 
time she was off her guard a little, I fired and broke the arm she held the pistol in. "Now,” says I, "it's my 
turn; you'll please get on that horse, and we'll go back." She didn't flinch or say a word, but got on the 
horse, and I tied her legs as they had mine, and we went back to the house. The old man he heard us come up 
to the door and looked out of the window. He turned as pale as a sheet and ran for his rifle. I knew what he 
was after, and pushed the door in before he was loaded. Says I, "You may put that shooting-iron down and 
come with me." He wasn't as brave as the girl, but it was no use to resist, and he knew it; so he came along. 
About half way back we met some of our fellows who had missed me, and come out to look me up. They took 
them both, and I don't know what they did with them, but I know very well what they would have done with 
me.

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ELIJAH DAVIS

A farmer, a Civil War Soldier, a preacher, a husband and 
father — all titles worn well by Elijah Davis during his 76 years 
on this earth. 

Born in Tennessee on the 22nd of October, 1843, Elijah grew 
up in Campbell County in an area bordering the state of 
Kentucky. He was born into a family of pioneers —his father, 
grandfather and great grandfather having been very influential 
in taming what was a wild, unsettled country. 

As a child, Elijah attended school and helped his father on the 
farm. The majority of farms in eastern Tennessee were small and 
were operated and worked by the owner and his family. Slaves 
were not a part of the lives of our Davis ancestors or their 
neighbors in Campbell County. Historians have written that 
when the War Between the States began in 1861, the residents 
of eastern Tennessee, for the most part, wanted no part of it. 
They just wanted to be left alone to dwell in peace in their homes 
and communities. With the invasion and occupation of the 
Union Army came orders that every male must serve at least 60 
days with the Union Army or suffer often outrageous 
consequences. (Those few who refused to serve, according to 
historians, were imprisioned and some put to death.) 

Whether the Davis men served out of fear for their lies and the 
welfare of their wives and children, or whether they were 
patriotic to the Northern cause is not known. However, Elijah, 
his brothers Elias and George, and their father, George Davis Jr., 
all served with the B-Company, National Guard, East Tenn. 
Elijah’s brothers, Leroy and John Davis served in K-Company, 
7th Cavalry (see note*). 

The war ended in 1865 and shortly thereafter, Elijah Davis 
married Elizabeth CREEKMORE, daughter of Greenberry and 
Ida (Ellison) Creekmore. Elizabeth was born April 5, 1843 in 
Scott County, Tenn. Elijah and Elizabeth’s first son was born 
October 23, 1867, Jellico, Campbell Co., Tenn. they named him 
Francis Marion. It is believed they stayed in the Jellico area until 
after the births of three more children, William Greenberry, Mary 
Jane and George Washington Davis. 

By 1875, Elijah and Elizabeth Davis were in Crawford County, 
Arkansas. A son, James Zebedee was born February 28, 1875. 
Two years later on January 2, 1877 at Mountainburg, Arkansas, 
another son, King David Davis was born. 

The next documented account we have of Elijah and 
Elizabeth’s whereabouts is found in Homestead Proof Original 
application #13558, land Office at Dardanelle, Arkansas. In the 
Spring of 1878, Elijah built a home for his wife and children on 
160 acres of land in Crawford County, post office at 
Mountainburg, Arkansas. Their home was a log house, with a 
big fireplace used for both warmth and cooking. Elijah built 
stables, cribs and a grainery. He had a large orchard and planted 
crops each season. 

In October of 1878, a daughter, Celvana, was born to Elijah 


and Elizabeth Davis. Two years later, 1880, a son, Samson 
Wiley was born and in December 1882, as son, Charlie was 
bor. In July, 1885, a son (and their last child) Levi, was born. 
In October of that same year, it is recorded that Elijah Davis 
purchased an additional 40 acres of land, paying $1.25 per acre. 

Around the time Elijah and his family migrated from 
Tennessee to Arkansas, a number of Elizabeth’s family of 
CREEKMORE’S came also. They settled in Crawford County, 
near Elijah and Elizabeth. There are many of our family of 
Davis and Creekmore buried in the Piney Cemetery where 
Elijah and Elizabeth Davis are buried, as well as other 
cemeteries in Crawford County. 

In 1886, Elijah and Elizabeth’s son, James Zebedee was 
married and in the later part of 1888 or early 1889, Francis 
Marion was married. Both sons and their families were living 
near their father and mother when the 1900 Federal Census was 
taken (Note: 90% of all Federal Census records from every 
state for the year 1890 were destroyed by fire in 1921 in 
Washington D.C., thus the reason for no verification until 
1900). 

The 1900 Census shows Elijah and Elizabeth had four of their 
10 children still at home. One child had died. Still living at 
home were King Davis, Celvania (shown spelled Sylvania), 
Charley and Levi. In 1905, the daughter Celvania died and is 
buried beside her parents in the Piney Cemetery. 

The 1910 Federal Census show Elijah and Elizabeth still 
living on the property they homesteaded in the Spring of 1878. 
Shown staying with them was a granddaughter, Martha 
Elizabeth Davis, age 15, born in Arkansas to Francis Marion 
and Mary Anna Davis. 

At the age of 76, in the year 1919, Elijah Davis departed from 
this life. He died in the log house he had built in the Spring of 
1878, Elizabeth died two years later on September 20, 1921. 
Both are buried in the Piney Cemetery in Crawford Co., 
Arkansas. 

Some remembrances of her grandparents were told to me by 
Martha Davis Huff Elliott before her death in 1993. As a child, 
Martha stayed with her grandparents a great deal. She 
remembered the farm home with a big fireplace and the orchard, 
cattle, pigs and chickens her grandparents tended. She 
remembered her grandfather as being a preacher of the Gospel. 
He had a small church and would not accept money for 
preaching. To him, this was wrong. her grandmother was in 
poor health, so Martha often stayed with her when Elijah was 
away. Sometimes, however, she got to go with her 
grandfather, traveling by horse and buggy or horseback. 

An incident she remembered well was a time when Elijah 
bought her a pair of new shoes. She was showing the new 
shoes to one of her uncles who was either visiting or living at

RICHARD CREEKMUR was born 
February 29, 1822, in Simpson county, 
Ky., where he grew to manhood and has 
always resided. His father, William M. 
Creekmur, a native of Norfolk county, Va., 
was a soldier in the war of 1812; was long 
a member of the Regular Baptist Church, 
and died in Simpson County in 1844, at the 
age of seventy-two years. He was a son of 
Richard Creekmur, of Virginia, who was a 
soldier in the Revolution. William M. 
married Martha, daughter of Jonathan and 
Martha Ballance (died 1847, age sixty- 
three years), and from their union sprang 
Phillip, Rilen, Dorcas (See), Mary Stewart, 
Sallie (May), William M., Richard and 
Tabitha (Stewart). In May, 1844, Richard 
married Eliza, daughter of Phillip and Mary 
(Jones) Gibbs, of Simpson County (born in 
Campbell County, VA., March 2, 1817), 
and to them were born Martha J. (Bush), 
Lafayette, Mary E. (dead), William, Sallie 
B. (dead), Emily and Alice (dead). In the 
beginning of their business career Mr. and 
Mrs. Creekmur had an even start in the 
world, and by industry and perseverance 
have acquired a competency. They lost 
five slaves by the late war. Mr. Creekmur 
is a farmer, having 106 acres of well 
improved and productive land in a high 
state of cultivation. He is a member of the 
Primitive Baptist Church, and in politics a 
Democrat. William Creekmur was born in 
Simpson County, August 1, 1852; married 
November 9, 1876, Amanda N., daughter 
of Henry ad Elizabeth (Capewell) Jennings, 
of Simpson County (bom March 14, 
1856), and their union has been favored by 
the birth of one son, Herschel. William 
owns forty-eight acres of first-class land. 
He is a member of the Missionary Baptist 
Church, and in politics a Democrat.

the Davis home. He teasingly told her the 
shoes were ugly and she should throw 
them into the fire. She did just that! 
When her grandfather returned and 
learned of what she had done, he told her 
he was going to punish her, but her 
grandmother came to her rescue and told 
Elijah if he was going to punish anyone, it 
would be the boy who told her to throw 
the shoes in the fire. Martha spoke 
lovingly of her grandparent. She said they 
were very good to her an to everyone 
they met. 

Martha’s younger brother, Loyd Davis, 
remembers his grandparents and 
especially his grandfather. When Loyd 
was just a small boy, Elijah would sit him 
upon his knee and sing the old fold songs 
he had sang in Tennessee — songs that 
perhaps his grandfather had sang to him 
when he was a child. 

The above documentary was made 
possible by information shared by many 
family members, but especially the 
following: Mrs. Harmon Davis (he is son 
of Levi Davis); Ellis Sumner Phipps 
(daughter of Mary Jane Davis Sumner); 
Mrs. Tilda Drummond (daughter of 
Francis Marion Davis) and from Federal 
Census record and other documented 
records. 


*Note: In January, 1920, following his 
death in 1919, Elijah's widow tried to get 
pension money from Elijah’s military 
service in the War Between the States. 
The correspondence verified that he 
enlisted September 6, 1863 at Clinton, 
Tenn. for 60 days under Captain Wimer 
Grelsy in B-Company, National Guard, 
East Tennessee and was “absent at muster 
on December 14, 1863. Eijahs’ widow 
claimed he joined G-Company, 47th 
Kentucky Volunteers on October 20, 
1863, and served one year. The 
Government had no record of this, so 
pension money was refused the widow.

IN THE NAME OF GOD AMEN I Abel Brown of the Parish of Portsmouth and County of Norfolk being 
very sick and weak in body but of perfect mind and memory thanks be given unto God. Calling unto mind the 
mortality of my body knowing that is is appointed for all men once to die do make and ordain this my last will 
and testament that is to say principally and First of all I give and recommend my soul into the hand of almight 
God that gave it and my body I reommend to the earth to be buried in decent Christian Burial at the diseretion 
of my executors nothing doubting but at the General resurrection'I shall receive the same again by the mighty 
power of God and as touching such worldy estate wherewith it has pleased God to bless me in this life I give

JOHN A. O’CONNOR. Among the citizens of Kingsville, Texas, 
to whom his fellow citizens may point with pride is the Honorable 
John A. O'Connor. His life might be placed before any young boy 
as an example of what may be accomplished by grit, perseverance 
and good hard work. Prior to coming to Kingsville Mr. 
O’Connor was one of the prominent lawyers in the city of San 
Antonio, a position which he had won entirely through his own 
ability. A man of brilliant mentality and a speaker of force and 
magnetism, it is not surprising that he should have attained 
success. Although he has only lived in Kingsville, a short time he 
has already made numbers of friends. 

John A. O'Connor was born near San Antonio, Texas, in Bexar 
county, on the 6th of March, 1859. His father, John L. O'Connor, 
was born in Hawkins county, Tennessee, as was also his mother, 
who was Miss Melvina Rogers before her marriage. On both 
sides of the family Mr. O’Connor is descended from the fine old 
Tennessee families, his mother being related to the Taylors, of 
which family Governor Bob Taylor is a member, and she was also 
a relation of General Joseph E. Johnston. John L. O'Connor and 
his wife came to Texas in 1854, locating on the Salado creek, in 
Bexar county, not far from San Antonio. In 1860 they removed 
to Kerr county and there Mr. O’Connor died in 1868. His wife 
did not survive him long, and John O’Connor was therefore a 
small boy when he was left an orphan. 

It is a very hard position for any boy to be left in, but in this 
section of the country and at this time in its history the prospects 
for anything that might be termed a future looked exceedingly 
dim. With the courage and determination which have always 
characterized him young John O’Connor set out to earn his living. 
He worked at whatever came to hand, believing that any work 
that was honest was worthy of his efforts. He grew up in Kerr 
county, working on the farms or in the cattle business. When he 
was twenty-five years old he came to San Antonio. Here he 
helped to lay the paving for the Alamo plaza and later became a 
member of the police force. He served on the police force four 


years under Mayor Bryan Callaghan and during all of this he 
never lost sight of his goal, which was to become a lawyer. 

He was finally in a position to take up the study of Law and 
Judge T.. Harris became his tutor. In 1895 he was admitted to 
the bar, having passed an examination which was pronounced 
perfect by Judge Newton and the committee who examined 
him. He began the practice of his profession in partnership with 
Judge Harris and in the same year, 1895, he was elected to 
represent Bexar county in the House of Representatives, this 
being the twenty-fourth session of the Legislature. He was 
reelected in 1897 to the twenty-fifth session, and during both 
sessions proved himself an able legislator. With the exception 
of four years as an alderman for the city of San Antonio in 
Mayor Hick’s administration, his two terms as congressman 
have been Mr. O’Connor’s only political offices. After his 
return to San Antonio in 1899 he again took up his law practice. 
He was at one time a partner of the late Nat Jones and he 
continued to practice very successfully until the summer of 
1913 when he removed to the prosperous little city of 
Kingsville, the county seat of the county of Kleberz. Here he 
has opened a law office and is rapidly winning a practice which 
seems destined to be a large one. 

Mr. O’Connor has been twice married His first wife was Miss 
Josephine Creekmore, a native of the state of Mississippi. She 
died in 1908 leaving seven children, namely, Mrs. Alice 
Williams, Mrs. Winnifred Gayle, Mrs. Ethel Banta, Robert W. 
O’Connor, Margaret O’Connor, John A. O’ Connor and Louise 
O’Connor. Mr. O’Connor’s present wife was Mrs. Anna 
Mitchell and she was born in Missouri. 

In the fraternal world Mr. O’Connor is an enthusiastic Mason, 
being a Knight Templar, a member of the Nobles of the Mystic 
Shrine and a Thirty-second Degree mason. He is also a member 
of the Independent Order of Odd Fellows and of the Knight of 
Pythias.

Veteran Oklahoma City attorney W. R. 
Wallace, a former state legislator and state 
district judge, died of a massive heart 
attack Thursday morning while 
vacationing in Acapulco, Mexico. 

Wallace, 56 and a former heart patient, 
was a colleague in the law firm of Rainey, 
Wallace, Ross and Cooper. His death was 
preceded by that of fellow firm member 
Gordon Rainey, who died nine days ago. 

In September 1956, Gov. Raymond Gary 
appointed Wallace to the judgeship. 
Wallace became the first district judge to 
be sworn in by his father, the late U.S. 
Dist. Judge W.R. Wallace Sr. 

Judge Wallace resigned from the bench 
in 1965 to join the law firm he was with at 
the time of his death. 

Wallace was a 1941 graduate of the

University of Oklahoma law school. He 
received his undergraduate degree from 
Baylor University, Waco, Tex., which he 
attended after Oklahoma Baptist 
University. 

In 1942, Wallace joined the FBI as a 
special agent. He was with the bureau until 
1946 working in Houston, San Diego and 
Little Rock. 

In 1946, he returned to Oklahoma City, 
where he practiced law until recalled to 
active duty with the Army. He served in 
Korea from March 1951 to May 1952 
during which time he received the Bronze 
Star. 

Wallace was elected state representative 
from Oklahoma County’s 7th District in 
1948 and 1950, serving two terms. 

Wallace, who was born in Pauls Valley, 
was member of the American and 
Oklahoma bar associations and was 
admitted to practice before the US. 


Supreme Court. 

He was also an associate professor at 
Oklahoma City University from 1959 
until 1965. 

He was member of Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, the Oklahoma City 
Golf and Country Club and the Beacon 
Club. 

Arrangements are being made with the 
American consulate in Mexico for 
Wallace’s return to Oklahoma City. 

Services are pending with Hahn-Cook, 
Street & Draper Funeral Home.

aaseaas Soon after the organization of their 
band, the Dalton gang made a raid on a 
colony of Missourians who had settled 
near Orlando on Beaver Creek. Eight or 
ten horses were stolen, and the bandits 
made a dash back toward the Indian 
Territory. A posse was quickly organized 
that followed the horse thieves to a point 
near Twin Mounds in the Territory. The 
trail growing warmer, the posse divided to 
search the dense timber along the bank of 
the creek. Two members of the posse, 
William Thompson and W.T. Starmer, a 
cousin of George G. Starmer, later one of 
my deputies, were ambushed by the 
outlaws who hid behind a pile of 
driftwood. The possemen dropped to the 


themselves behind stumps while they 
poured a deadly fire in the direction from 
which the bandits’ shots had come, but the

Starmer lay fatally wounded while 
Thompson made his get-away. When 
Starmer’s body was examined it was 
found that he had been hit by three bullets

All made the run of 
‘89 into Oklahoma Territory and secured 
land about half way between Orlando and 
Marshall. James and George relinquished 
their land in about a year and George went 
to work as police officer in the town of 
Perry. 

William T. and Nathaniel H. Starmer 
made numerous improvements on their 
land and were living and prospering until 
one day the Dalton Gang came through the 
neighborhood and stole horses belonging 
to the settlers. William T. was a U.S. 
Deputy Marshal and he quickly organized 
and led a posse in pursuit. He forbade 
younger brother Nathaniel to join the 
posse. They trailed the Dalton Gang to the 
area around Twin Mounds east of 
Stillwater. There the Daltons holed up in 
some underbrush along a creek and Bill 
Starmer and another member of the posse, 
Bill Thompson, went in after them. After 
a few moments of gun battle, Bill lay dead, 
his Winchester empty beside him. 
Thompson was able to get away. Bill’s 
grave is unknown but was probably buried 
in an early cemetery at Orlando which was

being abandoned and uncared for through 
the years.

southeast edge of the townsite. The date 
of Bill Starmer’s death is recorded in 
family records as May 2, 1892. 

William T. Starmer married 21 Sept., 
1882 Nancy Boyer in Daviess County, 
Mo. They had two children, Gertrude 
and Claude. Both his wife and son died in 
October 1887 and when he came to 
Oklahoma he left his small daughter, 
Gertrude, in Missouri with her mother’s 
relatives. 

After Bill’s death, cousin George 
resigned police in Perry and joined the 
forces of Everett Dumas Nix as U.S. 
Deputy Marshal and had many exciting 
adventures in Oklahoma before returning 
to Missouri. He was later a police officer 
in St. Joseph, Mo. and later still, worked 
in the postal department of that city. 

Nathaniel H. Starmer relinquished his 
homestead in March 1893 and with his 
small family returned to their home in 
Buchanan County, Mo. where his lived 
many years. He later lived north of Utica, 
Trego County, Kan. Retuming to 
Missouri in later years he made his home 
with a son until death came to him on 26 
Dec. 1943 at Olathe, Kan. where they 
were living. He is buried in the family 
plot at Armstrong Cemetery at Rushville, 
Mo. He was born 4 Aug. 1862 in Gentry 
County, Mo. and was 81 at the time of 
death, having lived through a most 
interesting and colorful time in the history 
of our country and having been a witness 
to many changes in the way we live.

also confiscated and Maden and his wife 
surrendered without resistance. They 
were tried at Guthrie, pleaded guilty 
before Justice Dale and sentenced to ten 
years in the federal penitentiary.

Out of sixty thousand arrests made by 
my force during my administration, it is 
strange that the incident regarding F.M. 
Baker, his wife and Bill Thomas should be 
so outstanding in my _ recollection, 
considering that these people were neither 
notorious or desperate. United States 
Commissioner C.J. Wrightsman of 
Pawnee had issued warrants against them 
for cattle thefts and Deputy George 
Starmer was sent out after them. He 
organized a small posse and succeeded in 
locating the offenders near Catossa. 
There was a brief fight but no one was 
injured and the outlaws made their 
getaway. A few days later they were 
located on Bird Creek on what was known 
as the Bill Halsell ranch. Their camp was 
surrounded at night and they were taken 
before they could resist. 

They were brought before commissioner 
C.J. Wrightsman at Pawnee for a 
preliminary hearing and committed to the 
federal jail at Guthrie pending their trials. 

Starting for Guthrie in the afternoon 
following the hearing, it was necessary for 
Starmer and his assistant officer, Charles 
Dugger, to hold the prisoners over night in 
camp when they reached Bird Creek. 
Beds were made on the ground near the 
wagon wheels and the captives shackled 
to the wheels of the vehicles in such a 
position that they could not reach each 
other. The officers were pretty tired, 
having spent the preceding night in search 
for these outlaws before their capture and 
they slept soundly. 

Just before daybreak Starmer heard a 
noise. He roused himself quickly and 
found that Baker had managed to get out 
of his handcuffs and was racing toward the 
creek. The deputy was immediately on his

Gaines Starmer Did Not Bring Back the Body of His Brother 
Who Was Killed While Fighting a Band of Horse Thieves 


He Reports Thousands of Cattle Lying Dead on the Prairies

Gaines Starmer, janitor at the court 
house, returned yesterday from his trip to 
Oklahoma. He was called to Orlando, Ok., 
over a week ago by the tragic death of a 
brother who was shot by a band of horse 
thieves who he with a number of other men 
tried to arrest. The body of the dead man 
was buried before Mr. Starmer arrived at 
Orlando. He had been killed far away from 
any settlement and it was nearly twenty- 
four hours before the body received any 
attention in the way of preparing it for 
burial. There is no embalmer in Orlando, 
and the murdered man’s friends were 
unable to send the remains to this place for 
burial as at first intended. 

United States marshals are still after the 
roaming horse thieves, but there is little 
likelihood of them being caught. Mr. 
Starmer says the officials in the territory do 
not exert themselves to catch desperadoes 
unless there is a big reward offered. 

The horse thieve now operating in 
Oklahoma and the Indian strip, are well 
organized, and the band is composed of as 
desperate a number of dare devils as ever 
rode the plains. They know no law and 
will brook no restrictions of their 
movements. Every one of them is swom 
to fight to the death when they engage in 
an encounter with the authorities. They 
well know if they are taken alive they will 
be shot to death or lynched. For that 
reason they will never surrender. They 
have among their numbers the best shots in 
the territory, and their system of firing is 
rapid and accurate, while they are skilled in 
protecting themselves by the bodies of 
their horses in the Indian style. Settlers 
haven’t much show among these knights of 
the plains. The posses which go after them 
are usually farmers who are unused to the 
use of firearms, and in their unorganized 
condition they fall an easy prey to the 
bullets of the rangers. The thieves steal the 
best stock of the farmers and drive off with 
impunity. It is likely that this will continue 


until United States troops are ordered into 
the territory to make a grand round up of 
all lawless characters. 

Mr. Starmer says that Oklahoma is 
settling up fast, and he saw many farms in 
the neighborhood of Guthrie and Orlando 
with much better improvements upon them 
than many Buchanan county farms that 
have been under cultivation for forty years. 
The growth of the new towns in Oklahoma 
is something wonderful, Mr. Starmer says. 
Guthrie is rapidly assuming metropolitan 
airs. New and substantial buildings are 
springing up on every hand; streets are 
being improved and business is booming in 
every branch. There are excellent 
prospects for crops this season, and the 
people of the new country are confident 
and happy. ~~ : 

Mr. Starmer brought home with him a 
pair of horns that had once adomed the 
proud head of a Texas steer. They are 
beauties, measuring 3 feet and 8 inches 
across from tip to tip, and both being 
formed exactly alike. Mr. Starmer will 
have them polished and mounted. His 
murdered brother secured these horns on 
the plains. Hundreds of cattle which are 
crippled in the cars while being shipped 
into the territory are thrown from the 
trains and killed and skinned. Roving 
bands of Indians take what meat they want 
and jerk it for future use. 

Near Gutherie a large trench is now 
being dug to admit of the carcasses of 
hundreds of cattle which lie around on the 
ground dead. Stupid shippers lose more 
than they make by over-crowding stock 
cars, It is not unusual to find from one to 
half a dozen cattle either dead or so badly 
crippled that must be killed in the stock 
trains that daily arrive in the new country. 
There are excellent feeding grounds in the 
territory for cattle, and the country is 
covered with sheep herds already.

Civil War Diary 


1. SAMUEL ANDREW JACKSON7 CREEKMORE (ROBERT6, DAYIDS, ROBERT4, DA¥ID3, EDMOND2, EDMOND1) was born 1835 in 
Pickens Co., AL, and died May 20, 1905 in Dublin, Logan Co., AR/. He married JANE PRISCILLA DAVIS/ 1867. Samuel served in 
Co. C, Jeff Davis Legion, Mississippi Cavalry Army of Northern VA during the Civil War. He was captured by the Union Army at 
Shady Grove, VA on 7 May 1864 and sent to Fort Delaware, Delaware.

Samuel Andrew Jackson Creekmore, 
age 26, of DeKalb, Kemper County, 
Mississippi, enlisted for Confederate 
service on March 25, 1861, at Scooba in 
Company C, Southern Guards, in Captain 
R.O. Perrin's company of Mississippi 
Mounted Volunteers. —_ His _ initial 
enlistment was for a period of twelve 
months, though he served until capture in 
1864. 

On August 17 1861, orders were 
received for the company to proceed to 
Virginia and join Lee's Army. In October, 
a special order designated Company C as 
a part of the Second Battalion of 
Mississippi Cavalry. Later, the battalion 
was merged with three companies of 
Alabama Cavalry and a Georgia Company 
to form the Jeff Davis Legion. Records 
from the National Archives show Private 
Creekmore was appointed Fourth 
Sergeant of Company C on May 20 1862, 
‘upon reorganization of company.’ 

In 1863, at the end of February, 
Sergeant Creekmore was given a furlough 
and apparently returned to his home in 
Mississippi. His diary begins with the 
statement: ‘I, S.A.J. Creekmore, left home 
the 22nd of April, 1863.' It notes also that 
he arrived in camp below Stevensburg, 
Virginia, June 15, 1863. 


Sergeant Creekmore's diary details the | 


route he took back to the Legion from his 
furlough home. He lists places and people 
he stayed with on a circuitous route 
through Alabama, Georgia, both 
Carolinas and to camp _ below 
Stevensburg, Virginia. The trip required 
from April 22nd, 1863, until.June 15, or 
roughly seven weeks. 

On his return from furlough, he 
continued to fight with the Jeff Davis 
Legion. His diary follows the Legion 
through its various skirmishes and battles, 
including Gettysburg, the Rappahannock 
campaign, and the Wilderness Battle until 
his capture on May 8, 1864, in advance 
skirmishing near Shady Grove on the first 
day of the ugly battle at Spotsylvania 
Courthouse. 

Sergeant Creekmore spent the rest of 
the war as a prisoner in Fort Delaware and

was released June 11, 1865, after taking 
the oath of allegiance to the United States. 
He arrived home in Mississippi on June 
25, 1865. 

Samuel Creekmore used his little black 
diary book for various purposes during 
and after the war. He kept certain 
accounts in it, listed money due him from 
fellow soldiers and also money sent home 
-- as well as names and addresses of 
people he met during the war and in his 
travels through the various southern 
states, including two or three Federal 
soldiers, apparently his guards at Fort 
Delaware. 

The diary lists a number of gifts of 
money ($1 to $10) and other donations he 
received while a prisoner of war. On May 
15, 1865, the diary notes: 

‘Received of Mr. Williams a suit of 
clothing, second hand, one hat, one pair 
pants, one pair drawers, two shirts, one 
pair shoes, one pair suspenders, one 
handkerchief.’ 

This was shortly before he took the oath 
of allegiance to the United States and was 
released from Fort Delaware.

Samuel served in Co: C, Jeff Davis Legion, Mississippi Cavalry Army of Northern VA during the Civil War. 
He was captured by the Union Army at Shady Grove, VA on 7 May 1864 and sent to Fort Delaware, 
Delaware. 


The following was taken from WAGON WHEELS (Spring 1984, Vol 4, No. 1, page 6 thru 9) a publication 
of the Logan County, AR Historical Society. On file at the Ft. Wayne, IN Public Library. 


"The Creekmore Diary

Samuel Andrew Jackson Creekmore, age 26, of DeKalb, Kemper County, Mississippi, enlisted for 
Confederate service on march 25, 1861, at Scooba in Company C, Southern Guards, in Captain R.O. Perrin's 
company of Mississippi Mounted Volunteers. His initial enlistment was for a period of twelve months, though 
he served until capture in 1864. 


On August 17 1861, orders were received for the company to proceed to Virginia and join Lee's Army. In 
October, a special order designated Company C as a part of the Second Battalion of Mississippi Cavalry. 
Later, the battalion was merged with three companies of Alabama Cavalry and a Georgia Company to form 
the Jeff Davis Legion. Records from the National Archives show Private Creekmore was appointed Fourth 
Sergeant of Company C on May 20 1862, 'upon reorganization of company.’ 


In 1863, at the end of February, Sergeant Creekmore was given a furlough and apparently returned to his 
home in Mississippi. His diary begins with the statement: 'I, §.A.J. Creekmore, left home the 22nd of April, 
1863.' It notes also that he arrived in camp below Stevensburg, Virginia, June 15, 

1863. 


Sergeant Creekmore's diary details the route he took back to the Legion from his furlough home. He lists 
places and people he stayed with on a circuitous route through Alabama, George, both Carolinas and to camp 
below Stevensburg, Virginia. The trip required from April 22nd, 1863, until June 15, or roughly seven 
weeks. 


On his return from furlough, he continued to fight with the Jeff Davis Legion. His diary follows the Legion 
through its various skirmishes and battles, including Gettysburg, the Rappahannock campaign, and the 
Wilderness Battle until his capture on May 8, 1864, in advance skirmishing near Shady Grove on the first day 
of the ugly battle at Spotsylvania Courthouse. 


Sergeant Creekmore spent the rest of the war as a prisoner in Fort Delaware and was released June 11, 1865, 
after taking the oath of allegiance to the United States. He arrived home in Mississippi on June 25, 1865. 


Samuel Creekmore used his little black diary book for various purposes during and after the war. He kept 
certain accounts in it, listed money due him from fellow soldiers and also money sent home -- as well as 
names and addresses of people he met during the war and in his travels through the various Southern states, 
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including two or three Federal soldiers, apparently his guards at Fort Delaware. 


The diary lists a number of gifts of money ($1 to $10) and other donations he received while a prisoner of 
war. On May 15, 1865, the diary notes: 


"Received of Mr. Williams a suit of clothing, second hand, one hat, one pair pants, one pair drawers, two 
shirts, one pair shoes, one pair suspenders, one handkerchief.' 


This was shortly before he took the oath of allegiance to the United States and was released from Fort 
Delaware. The diary ends with the date - June 25 - of his arrival home. 


Scattered through the remaining pages of the book are poems, recipes, and lists of men in his company, or 
men he knew at Fort Delaware or in other units of the Confederate forces. Sgt. Creekmore also used some of 
the pages to make his tally of 'Officers/Enlisted men - Usable Horses, Enlisted men - Unusable Horses, 
Enlisted men - without Horses,’ as present for duty. The diary notes also important incidents, such as: 


"E. Mount, Company A, 21st Mississippi was drowned on the 2nd of August, 1864, trying to make his escape 
from Fort Delaware. ' 


'J.A. Simmons, Company A, 19 Mississippi Regt. died the 7th of April, 1865, at Fort Delaware, Delaware.' 
"This day twelve months ago I was captured. May the 8th, 1865.' 


Sergeant Creekmore was captured while fighting dismounted near Shady Grove, Virginia, following the Battle 
of the Wilderness, as both Union and Confederate armies were trying to reach Spotsylvania Courthouse before 
the other. The Confederates were successful; and the Battle of Spotsylvania Courthouse followed, beginning 
May 8th as the troops skirmished and raced for position, and lasting until May 20, 1864. 


Sergeant Creekmore's diary also included some interesting personal notes, including the following: 


"In 1861 the war begun 
In 1862 thought we was well to do 
In 1863 thought we would be free 
In 1864 thought our independence 'shore' In 1865 Southern independence died. ' 


He also made a puzzle out of the twelve letters of his name - S.A.J. Creekmore: 


"This puzzle is composed of twelve letters: The 4-11-6-7-8 is a small stream 
The 3-2-9-12-1 is a man's name 

The 5-10-1-12 is a beautiful flower 

The whole is the name of your friend." 


and wrote out a recipe for Composition Cake: 


Five cups of flour 

Three cups of sugar 

Two cups of butter 

Five eggs 

One teaspoon of soda 

Two teaspoons cream of tartar 
One wine glass of wine 

One wine glass of brandy 
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One nutmeg 
One pound of raisins 


After the war, S.A.J. Creekmore moved from Mississippi to Logan County where he was a prominent early 
settler. He was a landowner and is buried in Dublin. He was survived by his wife, the former Jane Priscilla 
Davis, a son, Montrose, and two daughter, Mantie and Nannie Roberta. 


Mantie married George Hampton of Prairie View and they had six children. Three are deceased -- Myrtle 
- Hampton Gray; Robert Hampton and Cecil Hampton; three are still living -- Bess Hampton Sponel at the Paris

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THE CREEKMORE DIARY 


Material provided by Babe Houser 
Story by Elizabeth Titsworth 


Samuel Andrew Jackson Creekmore, age 26, of DeKalb, Kemper 
County, Mississippi, enlisted for Confederate service on March 25, 
1861, at Scooba in Company C, Southern Guards, in Captain R. QO. 
Perrin's company of Mississippi Mounted Volunteers. His. initial 
enlistment was for a period of twelve months, though he served until 
capture in 1864. 


On August 17, 1861, orders were received for the company to 
proceed to Virginia and join Lee's Army. In October, a special order 
designated Company C as a part of the Second Battalion of Mississippi 
Cavalry. Later, the battalion was merged with three companies of 
Alabama Cavalry and a Georgia Company to form the Jeff Davis Legion. 
Records from the National Archives show Private Creekmore was 
appointed Fourth Sergeant of Company C on May 20, 1862, “upon reor- 
ganization of company." 


In 1863, at the end of February, Sergeant Creekmore was given a 
furlough and apparently returned to his home in Mississippi. His 
diary begins with the statement: "I, S. A. J. Creekmore, left home 
the 22nd of April, 1863." It notes also that he arrived in camp 
below Stevensburg, Virginia, June 15, 1863. 


Sergeant Creekmore's diary details the route he took back to the 
Legion from his furlough home. He lists places and people he stayed 
with on a circuitous route through Alabama, Georgia, both Carolinas 
and to camp below Stevensburg, Virginia. The trip required from 
April 22nd, 1863, until June 15, or roughly seven weeks. 


On his return from furlough, he continued to fight with the 
Jeff Davis Legion. His diary follows the Legion through its various 
skirmishes and battles, including Gettysburg, the Rappahannock 
campaign,and the Wilderness Battle until his capture on May 8, 1864, 
in advance skirmishing near Shady Grove on the first day of the ugly 
battle at Spotsylvania Courthouse. 


Sergeant Creekmore spent the rest of the war as a prisoner in 
Fort Delaware and was released June 11, 1865, after taking the oath 
of allegiance to the United States. He arrived home in Mississippi 
on June 25, 1865. 


Samuel Creekmore used his little black diary book for various 
purposes during and after the war. He kept certain accounts in it, 
listed money due him from fellow soldiers and also money sent home-- 
as well as names and addresses of people he met during the war and in 
his travels through the various Southern states, including two or 
three Federal soldiers, apparently his guards at Fort Delaware. 
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The diary lists.a number of gifts of money ($1 to $10) and 
other donations he received while a prisoner of war. On May 15, 
1865, the diary notes: ; , 


"Received of Mr. Williams a suit of clothing, second 
hand, one hat, one pair pants, one pair drawers, two 
shirts, one pair shoes, one pair suspenders, one 
handkerchief." 


This was shortly before he took the oath of allegiance to the 
United States and was released from Fort Delaware. The diary ends 
with the date - June 25 - of his arrival home. 


Scattered through the remaining pages of the book are poems, 
recipes, and lists of men in his company, or men he knew at Fort 
Delaware or in other units of the Confederate forces. Sgt. Creekmore 
also used some of the pages to make his tally of "Officers/Enlisted 
men - Usable Horses, Enlisted men - Unusable Horses, Enlisted men - 
without Horses," as present for duty. The diary notes also important 


incidents, such as: 


"E Mount, Company A, 21st Mississippi was drowned 
on the 2nd of August, 1864, trying to make his 
escape from Fort Delaware." 
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"J. A. Simmons, Company A, 19 Mississippi Regt. died 
the 7th of April, 1865, at Fort Delaware, Delaware." 


"This day twelve months ago I was captured. May the 
8th, 1865." 


Sergeant Creekmore was captured while fighting dismounted near 
Shady Grove, Virginia, following the Battle of the Wilderness, as 
both Union and Confederate armies were trying to reach Spotsylvania 
Courthouse before the other. The Confederates were successful; and’ 
the Battle of Spotsylvania Courthouse followed, beginning May 8th as 
the troops skirmished and raced for position, and lasting until 
May 20, 1864. 


Sergeant Creekmore's diary also included some interesting per- 
sonal notes, including the following: 


"Tn 1861 the war was begun 

In 1862 thought we was well to do 

In 1863 thought we would be free 

In 1864 thought our independence "shore" 
In 1865 Southern independence died." 


He also made a puzzle out of the twelve letters of his name =, 
S. A. J. Creekmore: 


"This puzzle is composed of twelve letters: 
The 4-11-6-7-8 is a small stream 

The 3-2-9-12-1 is a man's name 

The 5-10-1-12 is a beautiful flower 

The whole is the name of your friend." 


and wrote out a recipe for Composition Cake: 


Five cups of flour 

Three cups of sugar 

Two cups of butter 

Five eggs 

One teaspoon of soda 

Two teaspoons cream of tartar 
One wine glass of wine 

One wine glass of brandy 

One nutmeg 

One pound of raisins 


After the war, S. A. J. Creekmore moved from Mississippi to Logan 
County where he was a prominent early settler. He was a landowner and 
cotton gin operator in the Dublin community. He died May 20, 1905, 
and is buried in Dublin. He was survived by his wife, the former Jane 

Priscilla Davis, a son, Montrose, and two daughters, Mantie and Nannie 


Roberta. 
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Mantie married George Hampton of Prairie View and they had six 
children. Three are deceased--Myrtle Hampton Gray; Robert Hampton 
and Cecil Hampton; three are still living--Bess Hampton Sponel at 
the Paris Retirement Inn; Lena Hampton Cummins in-Conway; and "Babe" 
Hampton Houser in Paris.

The Pettys also were from Mississippi, and Denny Petty's father, 
James Thomas, had served in the Neshoba Rifles or Company D of the 
lith Mississippi Infantry until he was captured in Pickett's charge 
at Gettysburg.
